More Fatal Riots in Philadeiphia. 

The city of Philadelphia has again been disgraced by 
scenes of riot, bloodshed and murder. The terrible riots 
of the 6th, 7th and 8th of May, have been fairly thrown 
into the shade, by the still more terrible and fatal ones of 
July 6th, 7th and 8th. Full accounts of these disastrous 
riots will be found in another column. 

We have looked with some care, to ascertain the origin, 
or immediate cause of this scene of outrage and murder, 
but have not been able to trace it to any direct attack from 
either of the belligerent parties which at present divides 
public opinion in Philadelphia. We refer to the Native 
American party on the one side, and to the Catholics on 
the other, The first thing that gave us any apprehensions 
of an outbreak on the 4th of July, was an editorial para- 
graph in the Catholic Herald of July 4, printed probably \he 
day previous, in which the editor intimates that ‘the ban- 


ners to be borne in the Native American procession, were | 


to be most offensive to the religious feeling of Catholics.” 
This announcemen', notwi:hstanding the advice of the 
Herald to the Catholics, to stay at home, to exercise tem. 
perance, charity, &c., and to avoid collision,could not have 
produced a salutary effect upon the Catholic populace. We 
have learned nothing in reference to the designs on the 
banners of the Native Americans on the 4th; but the first 
thing that appears to have given apprehensions of a riot, 
was the destruction of the tents of the Natives in the eve. 
ning of the 4th, or rather on the morning of the Sth, [t 
was claimed by the Natives that this outrage was commit- 
ted by Irish Catholics, but we have seen this denied. ‘The 
N. Y. Tribune claims that it was done by a set of rowdies, 
and that it is impossible to prove who they were, or to 
what nation they belonged. At any rate a pretext was of. 
fered for the commencement of an attack, and a Catholic 
church appears to have been selected as the place to com. 
mence hostilities. ‘The foolish excuse that a Catholic priest 
had concealed arms and ammunition in this church, offers 
not the least justification for an attack upon it by a mob. 
The civil authorities of Philadelphia should have attended 
to the matter, if fire-arms were concealed there contrary to 
law,—not a lawless mob. But the mob chose to take the 
law into their own hands,and the consequence was, the ter- 
rible destraction of life which followed. The fight appears 
to have been between the mob that first attacked the Cath. 
olic church, and the military. This, we believe, is a pret- 
ty correct statement of the origen of the riots, and we 
leave it to the public to decide who were the aggressors, 
The city of Philadelphia has acquired a most unenviable 
notoriety, in consequence of being governed by mob law ; 
fur this is the inildest term that can be applied to the mis. 
erable manner in which the law is enforced there. The 
mob appeer to have control of the city, and whenever they 
feel disposed to get up a riot, they continue it at pleasure. 
This state of things must be most deplorable, ‘he lives 
of peaceable citizens in continual jeopardy, and their hou- 
ses liable at any time to be burned over their heads, is cer- 
tainly a miserable order of things to live under. No quiet, 
peaceable minded man would think of purchasing proper- 
ty in Philadelphia, with a view of residing there ; and we 
should suppose that all such persons who are already loca- 
ted there, would begin to think about a change of resi- 
denee. But the depreciation of real estate which must en- 
sue if these mobs are to be tolerated, is a small affair in 
comparison with t of |i

Death of the Mormon Prophet, Jo Smith. 

The aecount of the death of this man will be found in 
another column of this paper.

| ment, that Smith was in custody, on a charge of treason, 
‘and attempting his escape, when he was shot. The cir. 
cumstances might have justified this proceeding, but we 
doubt it. The populace was excited to the highest pitch, 
by the recent acts of this pretended prophet, and under the 
circumstances, doubtless, acted without deliberation, We 
fear the effect will be to excite sympathy in behalf of the 
Mormons, and that they will now plead persecution more 
than ever. 

The death of a man who has played such a strange and 
singular part as has Jo Smith, for ten or twelve years past, 
is not unworthy of note. By some almost unaccountable 
means, he had succeeded in drawing around him some fif- 
on or twenty thousand followers, many, perhaps a ma. 
Jority of whom, he had induced to forsake their homes, and 
a at Nauvoo, a place, offering at the time of its 
| first settlement, and even now, but very few inducements 

for emigration. He was a man of coarse, rough manners, 
| yet he was shrewd enough to hold his followers in the most 
| perfect submission, and they were ready at ail times to do 
his bidding, even to the taking of life, if required. His sys- 
tem of religious faith was one of the most absurd and ri. 
diculous that could be invented, yet he was successful, ab- 
surd as it was, in making dupes to it to an alarming ex. 
tent. But his race is run, and it is to be hoped that his 
errors may die with him; yet we fear this will not be the 
lease. A successor to the prophet will undoubtedly arise, 
} (probably in the person of Sydney Rigdon,) who will con. 
| tinue to promulgate the heresies and impositions of Smith. 
Time will show the effect which the death of this strange

| P.S. Since the above was in type, later intelligence 
‘has been received, by which it appears that only seven men 
were placed as a guard around the prison, and that a large 
number of armed men forced their way through this guard 
and commenced an attack upon the prison.

Si American Asylum. . 


We learn that the Directors of this Institution have vo- 
ted to make very extensive alterations and improvements 
in the present building, and to erect an additional one of 
three stories, to contain nine school rooms and a large chap- 
el. This step is rendered necessary by the increase of pu- 
pils, and the prospect that this increase will be permanent. 
When the present building was erected, about twenty-six 
years ago, it was thought that accommodations for one hun. 
dred pupils would be amply sufficient for all that would ev- 
er apply for admission. There are now however, one hun- 
dred and fifty-five, and some expansion of brick and mor- 
tar seems imperatively demanded. The Directors have met 
the case with their usual liberality, and appropriated about 
$10,000 to the necessary enlargement. The whole is to 
be completed within four months of the present time, and 
when completed, there will be no Institution of a similar 
character in this country, and perhaps none in the world, 
whose interior arrangements will approach nearer to per- 
feetion than those of the American Asylum.—Religious 
Herald.

tle prospect of a pardon for O'Connell, or sny of his fellow 
prisoners.

Philadelphia Riots----Later, 


We collate from our exchange papers a history of the 
continuence of the disgraceful riots in Philadelphia which 
commenced as above related. Entire accuracy canno 
be expected in these accounts, but if they even appro. 
imate to the truth, they show an awful state of things. 
At two o'clock, on Sunday afternoon, the military thet 
incharge gave up possession of St. Philip de Ner's 
Church to the Native Americans—the large mass of peo. 
ple in front, estimated at 10,000, forced down a brick 
wall, broke in one, of the doors, and a portion of them en: 
tered the building, but were induced to disperse without 
doing further mischief. 

Between seven and eight o’clock, the military having 
arrived, the committee who had charge and had afforded 
ample protection to the church during the afternoon,gave 
it upto Gen. Cadwallader and the soldiers; came out of 
the building, and proceeded in files of two, arm-in-arm, 
down Queen to Second street, and turned down Second 
street. The military took up line in front of the church. 
As the latter part of the Native Commitee were turning 
the corner of Second street, an intoxicated man interfer 
ed with the military, caught hold of an officer's sword 
and some boys threw stones.

Martial law had been revoked at Nauvoo, when the 
Ohio left there on her downward trip, and things had as- 
sumed a more peaceable appearance. 

A great deal of hostility, we are told, had been manifest- 
ed by the pcorte of Warsaw againat the steamer Osprey, 
on the alleged charge of rendering assistance to the Mor- 
mons. They desired to search the steamer as she lay at 
the landing, and Captain Anderson objecting, they brought 
cannon to bear upon her unless the search was allowed. 
Capt. Anderson, of course unprepared for resistance, per- 
mitted the search, what the result of the same was, we are 
not able tolearn, The Osprey, however, shortly after, re- 
sumed her course up to Bloomington. 

The Reporter of the same date says : 

The Mormon excitement is probably at an end.—Joe 
Smith and the most obnoxious of his co-laborers have fled 
to lowa. Gov. Ford demanded the State arms at Nauvoo, 
and ordered out a number of military companies. The 
Prophet became alarmed and escaped. On Sunday, Nau- 
voo was quiet, but Warsaw wore the appearance of a mil- 
itary encampment. Gov. Ford addressed the people of 
Carthage, and assured them that the offenders should be 
brought to punishment. ‘The difficulties are now probably 
to a close, inasmuch as Joe Smith and his council have fled 
from Illinois. 

The Reveille of the 26th says: 

We have nothing later of importance in relation to the 
troubles at Nauvoo, with the exception of some informa. 
tion given us by the polite and attentive clerk of steamer 
Boreas, to the effect, that four of the Mormon leaders had 
surrendered themselves to the authorities at Carthage, and 
informed Gov. Ford that Joe Smith and others would do 
likewise, if they were insured protection against the citi- 
zens. 


Stitt Later.—Since writing the above, we have receiv. 
ed the following communication from Gov. Ford to the edi- 
tor of the Wasaw Signal : 


Cartnace, June 24, 1844. 
Dear Str :—Some misunderstanding between the con- 
stable and the persons accused in Nauvoo, as to the time 
of departure, caused the constable to return yesterday | 
without prisoners. In the evening four of the prisoners | 
came in, and surrendered themselves. A request was 
made for another escort for Smith, and the others accused, 

for tomorrow, which upon due deliberation was refused. 
Early this morning, I despatched Capt. Dunn with his 
troop, to demand the artillery and public arms in Nauvoo. 
Oa the Prairie, four miles on the way to Nauvoo, Capt. 
Donn met Smith and the others coming out to Carthage. 
The order for the arms was endorsed by Smith, who re- 
turned to Nauvoo to deliver the arms as requested. I am 
assured that the arms and artillery will be delivered, and 
then all persons required, will return with Capt. Duna to 

this place.

LATER. 
Death of Joe Smith the Mormon. 


Our western papers received yesterday bring us accounts 
of a melancholy tragedy enacted at Carthage, I/l., on the 
26th ult. which resulted in the death of Joe Smith and his 
brother Hyrum. Another leading Mormon named Rich- 
ards was severely wounded at the same time. The par- 
ticulars of this bloody affair are thus given in the Quincy 
Herald, Extra, of Friday morning, June 28 :—Tribune, 
July 8. 

From the Quincy Herald, Friday morning, 3 o'clock. 

Deatu or Tut Prorparr—Joe and Hyrum Smith are 
dead.— The steamboat Boreas just in from Warsaw, brings 
shocking intelligence from the scene of the Mormon war. 
The following slip from the office of the Warsaw Signal 
explains the dreadful tragedy : 

Joe Smith and Hyrum are dead—shot this afternoon. An 
attack from the Mormons is expected every hour. Will 
not the surrounding counties rush immediately to our res- 
cue? 


Warsaw, June 27th, 1844. 

It seems that the circumstances attending the killing of 
the Mormon Prophet and his brother Hyrum are are as fol. 
lows: On yesterday Gov. Ford left Carthage with about; 
120 soldiers for the purpose of taking possession of the| 
‘*Nauvoo Legion” and their arms. They arrived at Nau-| 
voo about noon, and called for the assembling of the Le. | 


gion. 

About 2000 men with arms immediately responded to! 
its call. These troops were put under command of Col, | 
Singleton, of Brown co., who accompanied Gov. Ford to 
Nauvoo. 

The Governor finding all quiet left Nauvoo about 5 0’. 
clock, P. M. with a company of sixty men for the purpose 
of encamping about seven miles from the city. 

At about the same time that Gov. Ford left Nauvoo, the 
Prophet and his brother were killed at Carthage under the 
following circumstances, as near as we can ascertain 
them :— 

Joe and Hyrum were both confined in the debtors’ room | 
of the Carthage jai!, awaiting their trial on a charge of trea. | 
son. The jail was strongly guarded by soldiers and anti- 
Mormons, who had been placed there by the Governor. | 

A Mormon attempted to run by the guard for the =af 
pose of forcing his way into the jail. He was opposed by | 
the guard, and fired a pistol at one of the guard, giving him | 
a slight wound, 

A general confusion ensued in the crowd around the 
jail. Joe and his Mormon fellow prisoners it seems had 
provided themselves with pistols, and commenced firing 
upon the guard within. He then attempted to escape from 
the window, when a hundred balls entered his body, and 
he fell a lifeless corpse. 

His brother Hyrum shared the same fate, Richards, a 
leading Mormon, was badly wounded. There our intelli- 
gence ends ; what took place after this, God only knows, 
Mormons immediately left for Nauvoo, tocarry the news 
of the death of the Prophet. It is feared that the Mormons 
at Nauvoo will be so exasperated as to exterminate the 
Governor and his small force. 

The Boreas brought down most of the women and chil- 
dren from Warsaw. It is feared their town is in ashes be. 
fore this. 

Our citizens were aroused this morning by the ringing 
of bells and a call to arms. Our three independent com- 
panies are already in marching order. Maj. Flood has or. 
dered out the militia of his regiment, and the steamer Bo- 
reas 18 waiting to convey them to the scene of action. 

There is no knowing where this dreadful affair will end. 
Many have expressed fears that our city is in danger, be. 
cause most of the Warsaw families have taken refuge here ; 
but we believe there is no danger, as we are too far from 
the scene of action. 

Messengers have just left for Hannibal and the towns be- 
low, for the purpose of arousing the Missourians. Tie ex. 
citement in our city 1s intense, and the anxiety to hear the 
fate of Gov. Ford and his men is very great. 

An extra from the St. Louis Evening Gazette of the 
28th adds the following : 

When we left Nauvoo about day-light this morning (Fri- 
day 28th,) all was quiet. The Mormons had not heard of 
the death of the Smiths, as Gov. Ford, who was encamped 
a few miles back, had (as supposed) intercepted the mes- 
sengers from Carthage. 

At Warsaw all was excitement. The women and chil. 
dren were all removed, and an immediate attack was ex. 
pected from the Mormons. 

We met the “Boreas,” just above Quincy, with 300 men 
armed and equipped for Warsaw, eager for fight. 

I send the “Quincy Herald,’ printed this morning, con. 
taining the particulars of Smith’s death. 

In haste ; yours, &e. - 


Since the above was in type, we have received several 
accounts, differing from this and from each other, of the 
manner of the death of Smith and his brother. It is 
evident, however, that they were foully murdered, with 
little, if any provocation on their part, at the time, and 
the act seems to have been as cowardly as it was crim 
inal, 

The bodies were conveyed to Nauvoo. The Louis- 
ville Journal of the 3rd inst., says : 


Yesterday morning we announced the murder of Jo. 
Smith and his brother in the Carthage jail. We have 


since received, by a traveler from St. Louis, a copy of the 


St. Louis Gazette, of last Friday evening, from which we 
copy several versiuns of the circumstances of the mur- 
der all of them, no doubt, containing more or less error. 
We have seen a gentleman who was in Nauvoo on Fri- 
day, and who informs us that all was then quiet there, the 
prominent Mormons exhorting their followers to offer no 
insult or molestation to any one, and in no case to offer 
violence, except in strict self-defense. The deepest 
grief and affliction pervaded the ctty. There appeared to 
be no danger of the burning of Warsaw or Carthage. 


Awful State of affairs in Cuba. 
Havana, June 29, 1844. 

Affairs in this island continue much the same as when 
I last Wrote you. The Captain General is as violent as 
ever, and the system of terror completely estadlished.— 
Executions are going on daily under sentences of the 
Military commission at Matanzas. Eight negroes and 
one white man were shot there three days ago. Ten 
more are for execution next week, and amongst them the 
poet “Placido.” Arrests are stil] numerous, principally 
free people of color, whose properties are immediately 
confiscated, and a wholesale system of robbery is thus 
established. 

Great numbers of artizans, free, colored and blacks, 
have gone away, which they are allowed to do. One 
hundred and one went to Vera Cruz by last mail steam. 
er—50 yesterday. No one, not even Count Villanevuva, 
the Intendente, dares to speak to Genera! O’Donneli upon 
these matters. He has positively refused the British 
Commissioners to liberate any of the ‘* Emancipados,” 
or negroes captured long ago by British cruisers, and 
who, having served their probationary teri, are entitled 
to their free papers, under the treaty with Great Britain, 
O'Donnell says the state of their ‘* moral and religious” 
instruction has been hitherto neglected, so that they are 
unfit for the enjoyment of freedom, and must remain until 
they are so fitted. This answer was given to the Com- 
missioners, respecting some 150 or more, now getting 
their moral instruction, working upon the Guines Rail 
Road, which must there be well attended to. But the 
truth is, that these unfortunate “‘ Emancipados” are hunt- 
ed up as their probationary terms of service expire, and 
are re-assigned to the same master, or the highest bidder, 
upon payment of about $150 per man and $85 per woman, 
for a new term of five or seven years. 

There are upwards of 5000 of these unfortunate peo- 
ple, all of them entitled to their freedom, upon the faith 
of the British Government, but as in some instances large 
gratifications towards the above tunds have been paid to 
O’Donne!!’s Secretary, you may fancy what a fortune he 
will acquire by the measure. In short, sucha system of 
villainy does not exist elsewhere under the sun, and the 
situation of the ** Emancipado” under the English treaty, 
is far worse than that of the slave, as the slave owner has 
some motive to treat well the slave whom he has to sup- 

ort when years shall unfit him for labor, whilst from the 

mancipado working on a term of years, the master ex. 
acts the greatest possible amount of labor, atthe least 
possible outlay for food and clothing. If Great Britain 
shall tamely submit to this, let her say what she pleases, 
the world must doubt her sincerity in the cause ot the 
suffering African.— Philadelphia Inquirer.
